I’m sure has been in the thoughts of 
every adult in Sikeston and Scott County. Who knows 
the answer.

This question could prove most difficult to an­ 
swer. For sure, we would be affected if the situation 
grows worse. 
We must take into consideration that we are in a 
very precarious position in the event of a nuclear at­ 
tack. With St. Louis. Paducah, Ky., and Memphis. 
Tenn,.. all prime target areas, leaving Sikeston right in 
the middle of this triangle, as if that wasn’t enough.

Halloween is the favorite time for children to trick or 
treat to haunt or howl. It's a night for little people, dis­ 
guised as witches, ghosts, pirates or queens, to roam the 
neighborhood freely, without the close supervision of adults. 
Dr. H. M. Hardwicke of the Missc/iri Division of Health 
suggests a few safety suggestions for your child so Hallo­ 
ween fun won t end in tragedy. 
Costumes are part of the excitement but instead of the 
traditional orange and black, see that your child's costume 
has some white on it, or sew 011 some strips of reflective 
material so motorists can see him in the dark. Keep the 
hems up off the ground so he wfon’t trip on them if he 
runs, and so he won’t snag them on low7 objects on the 
ground- 
If a sword or gun is part of the costume effect, be sure 
it is rubber or soft plastic so there is no danger of injury 
to your child or others if he falls. 
Remove hazards around your yard to protect the children 
who might come around. This also helps prevent vandalism 
to the objects themselves. Take flower pots, bicycles and 
lawn mowers inside. Tie a white rag on fences or guy wires 
to TV antennas or newly planted trees. A candle may be a 
spooky effect but it can also set costumes aflame. Also- corn­ 
stalks and crepe paper decorations are naturals for starting 
fires. 
If your child wants a facial disguise, use regular make-up 
of mascara- rouge and powder. Masks cannot be seen 
through easiiy, and in addition may obstruct breathing. 
A small child could sufiicate behind a poorly fitted mask. 
A hint about using face make-up: an application of cold 
cream before it is applied makes the clean up job much 
simpler.

The Right Of Free Choice 
A proposed bill would establish 
a ‘‘consumers' departm ent" at the 
ttxieral cabinet level. This new de­ 
partm ent, of course, would be an 
addition to the other bureaus which 
arc concerned with consumer in­ 
terests m one way or another, 
such as the Department of Agricul­ 
ture, the Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion, and the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration. 
The new 
proposal has drawn 
some telling comment from Geor­ 
ge L. Clements, president of the 
Jewel Tea Company. Addressing a 
meeting of food editors, he said: 
“if the idea of having a Spokes­ 
man lor consumers had as its sole 
objective protecting the consum­ 
ers’ right of free choice and the 
freedom of competition to provide 
choices, it might make sense. Ex­ 
perience indicates, however, that 
professional spokesmen invariably 
attem pt to make a judgment as to 
what is good lor the consumer, 
thus interiering with the freedom 
of choice and the freedom to com­ 
pete.” 
In other words, the bureaucrat 
becomes Big Brother, and tells 
us what we should have whether we 
w ant it or like it or not. An in­ 
teresting recent example of this

He says he has lost a few sub­ 
scribers through the years because 
of some of his “hot" editorials, but 
has gained new subscribers for 
any such loss.

He is a 
dedicated Democrat and says he 
had voted the straight party ticket 
except for once when he voted for 
a Republican in an area contest. 
Jaw is Broken.

The disgruntled 
m an hit Blanton with a haymaker 
and broke his jaw. 
At one time Blanton could boast; 
that he “could do anything" in a 
weekly newspaper plant. That is 
not true now'. The Democrat went 
to the offset process last year and 
now? the editor sighs. 
“ I would be lost if I had to put 
out. the paper myself." 
Blanton's grandfather, B. F. Blan­ 
ton established the Monroe County 
Appeal at Paris, Mo. His son, the 
iate Jack Blanton, continued the 
publication 
and 
became 
widely 
known as the “Horse Editor." He 
was the father of Edgar Blanton, 
w ho learned his newspaper work on 
the Appeal, but came to Shelbina 
in 1926 after buying the Democrat. ! 
E dgar's son. Carter, now co-part­ 
ner in the firm, makes the fourth 
generation in the publishing busi-i 
ness. Carter’s daughter, Mrs. Lin­ 
den Vanlandingham, Paris, Mo., j 
helped her grandfather and father 
before she married.

HONOLULU 
(AP)—Hawaii sci­ 
entists diggmg in the Society Is­ 
lands in the South Pacific this 
summer 
have 
unearthed 
1,506- 
year-old objects that may shed 
light on Pacific m an’s origin. 
Dr. Kenneth P. Emory, Hono­ 
lulu archaeologist who headed the 
expedition, said the implements 
are identical to artifacts discov­ 
ered in burial sites in New Zea­ 
land and believed to be more 
than 1,000 years old. 
He said the shapes of imple­ 
ments, the fact that tools and fish­ 
hooks were buried beside a man 
and the burial position of the man 
indicate that ancestors of New 
Zealand’s 
Maoris 
derived 
their 
culture from the Society Islands. 
Dr. Emory said pearl-shell fish­ 
hooks and stone cutting tools “in­ 
dicate that Hawaii did not share 
in this early phase of Tahiti, but 
in a later phase of i t ”

The once friendly 
next-door neighbor with whom you regularly visit, 
swTap tools, play cards, have morning coffee, etc.. may 
become a bitter enemy in the act of self preservation. 
His family will become his first concern, and rightly so, 
and for this reason, above all others, YOU SHOULD

I realize that everyone cannot have a fallout shelter 
ready to move into in a moments notice, but certain 
steps can be taken to better assure the safety of your­ 
self, your family, and your loved ones. 
If at all possible have a particular place in mind to 
which you may go in the event of an attack. Have at 
least a two weeks supply of food and water on hand at 
all times. Have a battery operated or transistor radio in 
working condition. Keep the gas tank on your car full 
as much as possible.

Costumes are part of the excitement but instead of the 
traditional orange and black, see that your child's costume 
has some white on it, or sew 011 some strips of reflective 
material so motorists can see him in the dark. Keep the 
hems up off the ground so he won’t trip on them if he 
runs, and so he won't snag them on low objects on 
the 
ground- 
If a sword or gun is part ot the costume effect, be sure 
it is rubber or soft plastic so there is no danger of injury 
to your child or others if he falls. 
Remove hazards around your yard to protect the children 
who might come around. This also helps prevent vandalism 
to the objects themselves. Take flower pots, bicycles and 
lawn mowers inside. Tie a white rag on fences or guv wires 
to TV antennas or newly planted trees. A candle may be a 
spooky effect but it can also set costumes aflame. Also- corn­ 
stalks and crepe paper decorations are naturals for starting 
fires.

A proposed bill would establish 
a ‘‘consumers' department" at the 
federal cabinet level. This new de­
